Intimacy between Mrs. McCoole and 


McNier is made plain from the con- 
fessions in the letter from McNier to 
Mrs. 
McCoole published today. 


Mrs. McNier left home Saturday and 


went to her parents in Englewood on 
account of trouble between the famil- 
ies 


Pleading for his wife1 to return and 


bring her mother with her to a home 
which would be made pleasant were 
almost the last words written by the 
dea.d man. 


McNier begged forgiveness from his 


wife in a letter she never received. 


The dead man blamed Mrs. McCoole 


for allowing him to go so far as he 
did. 


McCoole's physical condition broke 


and a physician was called to attend 
him Wednesday night. 


The prisoner expressed a feeling of 


concern about Mrs. McNier's welfare 
and said she was a pure and faithful 
wife to the dead man. 


McNier stated over his signature in 


a letter that he would kill himself be- 
fore he would show any further atten- 
tion to Mrs. McCoole. 


State's Attorney Redmon says that 


the trial of McCoole will develop the 
most sensational incidents ever brought 
in any trial in his experiences. 


Mrs, 
McCoole is still in the city, it 


is claimed but she is being concealed 
by her friends. 


she has been to blame for she allowed 
me to go as far as she did. 


Would Tell Everything. 


"I think and positively know that 


she cared lots for me. 
But I shall 


tell them both that you are my wife 
and my love and everything else is 
youis and I will tell them that I care 
more for you than anybody else, which 
is true.

McNier Knew His Assassination Was 


Contemplated—Begged for Chance 


Decatur, May 5, 1903. 


To E. H. McCoole. 


Dear Sir: 
I wish you would explain 
to 
me. 


Did you mean to kill me or yourself 
this morning. So that was your game 
was it, to come in Sunday evening and 
tell me to come to your room and kill 
me. Now Ed, I have done nothing to 
warrant sueh actions. 
I told you I 


would not cause you any more trouble 
and it was only my 
coolness 
this 


morning that kept somebody from be- 
ing hurt as I surmised you might take 
such a stand and was prepared for it. 
If you had of raised your arm my 
finger would of pulled the trigger and 
you see either you or I might have 
been killed. 


You must be careful. 
The worst of 


this trouble is over. 
Do- not make it 


any worse by acting on the impulse 
of the moment because I will now be 
prepared and when you pull a gun you 
must be quick in using it. 


For God's Sake, Give Me Chance. 
But for God's sake do not shoot me 


in the back. 
You asked me never to 


speak to your wife again. I could not 
promise that. 
If I pass her on the 


street or meet her in a. public place I 
shall certainly speak to her. I shall 
not cause you any more trouble over 
her as long as she is your wife but 
when she speaks to me I will speak to 
her. 
There is no harm in that. Re- 


member how you love her and care 
for her and be careful how you act or 
my time will come. 
Now you must 


know I have suffered some. Ed, I am 
making no threats as I do not make 
them. 
I just wanted you and myself 


to thoroughly understand each other.

morning.

was what Inspired McCoole after the 
matter was supposed to have been set- 
tler], to go back to the house and kill 
McNier. 


SUFFERS FROM l.ERVOUS STRAIN 


Prisoner Can Neither Eat Nor Sleep- 


Sympathy for Mrs. McNier. 


"Nothing, Nothing, Nothing," 
em- 


phasized by eight or nine 
impulsive 


shakes of. the head, was the answer 
E. H. McCoole, the prisoner charged 
with murder gave to, a reporter when 
he was asked if he had a message t«> 
send to his wife. 


When McCoole said this he was on 


the iron bed in the cell room at the 
county jail, having 'disrobed and re- 
tired for the night. 
His brother, F. 


P. McCoole, of Vihcennes, Irid., who 
arrived Wednesday, sat on the edge of 
the bed and talked about matters en- 
tirely foreign to the murder. 


The Indiana brother was awaiting 


the arrival of Dr. Will Chenoweth, who 
had been called. 


A message had been sent tcr*the doc- 


tor but he was not found. After wait- 
ing an hour McCoole became 
some- 


w-hat impatient and wondered why the 
doctor did not arrive. 


Not Used to It. 


"I am not ill," he said, "but being 


confined in here 
is a great strain. 


Running his hands through his hair, 
he said: 


"It is hard on one's physical being 


to be confined in a small room 
like 


this. I am used to walking and exer- 
cising out of doors and I cannot sleep 
or rest. 


"Rest, rest, that is all I need. I will 


be all right if I can just get some 
rest." 


Wil! He Ever Get It? 


"I was able to eat a little tonight but 


if I can only get some rest I will feel 
all right again." 


In one corner of the cell room stood 


a table on which were dishes contain- 
ing food. 
Only part of this had been 


eaten. The jail stationery and a bat- 
tle of ink was on the same table and, 
on the floor were stubs of cigars whic 
had been smoked by the prisoner. 


The brother who had come from In 


diana tried to offer comfort a.id. giv 
quiet to the prisoner by talking*of ol 
friends and other trivial matters bu 
McCoole's mind seemed 
to 
wande 


back to murder and when told that hi 
attorney had expressed encouragemen 
as to the result of the trial McCool 
seemed to be well pleased. 


When the question of his wife wa 


Drought up he said he had no messag 
to send her. 


A few hours before McCoole said: 
"I love her still. With all that has 


happened I love her still." 


Interested in Mrs. McNier. 


Almost the first thing asked by Mc- 


Coole when he was visited early 
in 


the evening by a Herald reporter was 
as to the condition of Mrs. McNeil- 
Tuesday night the prisoner was tolc. 
that Mrs. McNier was suffering great- 
ly from the shock she had reccivec 
and he said: 


"I feel sorry for her. 
She is a good 


and faithful wife." 


MeCoole was anxious about 
her 


condition and when told

TESTIMONY AT INQUEST. 


Hour of the Murder is Fixed at 10:30 


P. M.—Held to Grand Jury. 


Without bail 13. H. McCool will be 


held. 
The coroner's jury returned a 


verdict (it 0 p. m. Wednesday Uncling 
that William G. McNier was killed by 
McCool und recommended that Mc- 
Cool bo held without bail and that the 
coroner issue a warrant for , McCool 
and serve the same on tho "sheriff. 


The inquest brought out some of 


the details of the shooting. It 
estab- 


lished the fact that McNier was killed 
about J0.30 o'clock, the hour having 
not been exactly established 
before. 


The details of the letters being- torn 


up and the fact -that 
the 
fragments 


were saved by the officers was als 
brought out. 


The history of the case is told in thr. 


evidence which is given in full below 
The inquest began a,t a p. m. and H 
was 5 o'clock before the jury adjourn 
ed. • 


Nature of the Wounds. 


The first witness to testify was Dr 


Will Barnes who told of the nature o 
the fatal wounds. He testified as fol- 
lows : 


I was called night before last, May 


4, about 11 o'clock to the hospital. I 
was told the man who had been shot 
would be there. 
I went out. lie was 


sitting on the edge of the operating 
table and they were taking off his 
clothes when I arrived. On slight ex- 
amination I saw it was a very serious 
wound. 
I told him his only chance 


would be from- an operation and not 
much from that. He said "All right.,' 
so 1 went up stairs to get ready to 
operate on him. 


On a more careful examination In 


the operating room there was found a 
wound about an inch and a half below 
the right nipple and just at the right 
'edge of the breast bone. The direction 
of this wound was downward, inward 
and to the left. 
This wound >vas en- 


larged somewhat so that we could 
follow the track of the bullet. It was 
fcund to go through the bone into the 
chest cavity. An opening was 
then 


made in the abdomen below the ribs. 
On opening the abdominal cavity a 
l^rge amount of free blood flowed out. 
The intestines and stomach were then 
taken out and examined but no wound 
found in them. 


On raising up the liver, however, a 


Jarge jagged wound waa found on the 
under surface to the left of the medi- 
um line, large enough to admit the tip 
of the little 
finger. 
This 
was 
the 


wound where the bullet had come out 
of the liver. 
The course of the bullet 


from this point was backward 
and 


downward through the 
left 
kidney 


and was found lodged underneath the 
skin about four inches from the spine 
just below the lowest rib. 


The abdominal cavity was washed 


put and the wound packed with gauze. 
Tho man died from hemorrhage and 
shock about twenty-one hours 
after 


the injury. 


There would be no way of 
telling 


what position McNier was in when 
he was struck by the bullet. The man 
might have been stooping down or the 
other man's hand might 
have been 


above him. I did not ask McNier any 
questions at all. He gave some direc- 
tions about tearing up some letters 
and I told Dr. Miller to stop that if 
he could, but Dr. Miller 
went 
and 


found the letters had 
already 
been 


torn. 
His brother and partner were 


there but I don't know who he told 
to tear up the letters. 
He also had 


a wound in his hand but I do not 
know whether it entered the front or 
back of the hand. 
The point where 


the bullet was lodged was about four 
inches below the place of where the 
bullet entered. There were no powder 
marks and I could not tell anything 
about how far away the pistol was 
when fired. There was nothing to in- 
dicate whether or not the pistol was 
fired at close range.

Vier came in our house ho said there 
vas sitting in a room of our house 
itting on the edge of the cot and 
sked him who it was that shot him 
nd he said, "Why, it was McCool." 
I knew McNier and McCool and their 


amilies. 
I never knew McNier until 


ie first of March. I do not know that 
lere was any trouble between the two 
arnilies. I heard they had

•ords before this happened. I did not 
ee McCool the night of the shooting 
t any time.

HAD GONE HOME TO MOTHER 


"Harris, I'm Murdered." 


G. K. Harris next testified. 
I was spending Monday evening. May 


4, at Mr. Scribnor's residence, in the 
200 block on West King 
stieet.

p. m. I heard four pistol shots 


in rapid succession. Immediately af- 
ter that I hoard three or four yells, 
and the words, "I'm shot." 
I started 


to go to the door but before I got to 
the door McNier opened the door and 
came in. He said: 


"Harris, I'm murdered, I'm dying." 
He fell over in my arms. Mi.ss Mute 


Seribner was .with me and we got him 
into a chair. 
I left the room to get 


some one to go for the doctor and the 
police. 
I asked him if he had any 


idea who shot him and he said, 


"No, it was a burglar."

ed Barber who said ho saw a man 
come out ol' the house and run east on 
King street..

she 


went to Chicago it was with the prob- 
able intention of quitting McNier for- 
ever. 
Of all of the people concerned 


in this awful affair Mrs. McNier is 
perhaps deserving of more sympathy 
than any of the quartette. 
She prob- 


ably made one mistake which, while it 
does not compromise her good name, 
is perhaps largely responsible for the 
tragedy. 
She found the incriminating 


letters in the possession of her hus- 
band. 
Through her it is said McCool 


came into the possession of these let- 
ters. 
If on the spur of the moment 


she thirsted for revenge for the wrong- 
she had had put upon her, she certain- 
ly has now no complaint that her ven- 
geance has not been satisfied. Through 
these letlers McCoole came into the 
possession of evidence \\hich confirmed 
his suspicions and inspired him to wait 
in the dark and assassinate the man 
\\ho had wronged him.

the revolver with which the shooting

which the policeman was killed, an 
was- taken from a drawer in the rea 
of the bar -while Policeman Reedy an 
John Golden were quarreling. 


Reedy was married and 
leaves 
i 


widow and seven children, the young- 
est a babe of just 4 days. He had been 
*i policeman for seven years and was 
considered an excellent officer and 
good citizen. 
Mrs. Reedy was pros- 


trated when the news of her husband's 
death was broken to her by the Rev 
Father Harkins 
It is feared that net

629 Trendley avenue. 


James Golden, the murderer, is a 


Evvitji. hman, and with his brother, John 
boarded at Xo. 63,1 North Sixth street 


[ East St. Louis. 
They are young men 


' and their father, John Golden, a sa- 


loonkeeper on the Island, is an old anc 
respected citizen of that part of the 
town. 


' Reedy Arrested Johni Golden. 


So far as the police have been able 


to ascertain, there were no eye wit- 
nesses to the shooting. The men who 
were in the saloon feared trouble and 
ran away. 


Several days ago John Golden was 


arrested by Policeman Reedy. Golden 
carried a revolver and it was taken 
away from him at the police station. 
He .iold of his arrest to his brother 
James, who has just returned from a 
trip-to San Francisco. 


Yesterday afternoon 
the 
Golden 


boys met Policeman Reedy in Hicks' 
saloon. John Golden brought up his 
arrest of a few days ago and abused 
the policeman. Reedy is 
alleged 
to 


have told him that he would do the 
same thing over aagin if Golden did 
not behave himself. Then, it is alleg- 
ed. Golden started for the policeman 
and the latter raised his billy to pro- 
tect himself and backed toward the 
door of the saloon. 


Whether the policeman struck 
the 


man is not known, but as Reedy reach- 
ed the door Jnmes Golden lushprl up 
to him and pointing a revolver at him 
fired four time?. Three of the bullets 
went wild, but one struck Reedy in the 
right breast, coming out the left side 
It had penetrated the heart. 
He fell 


forward on his face dead.

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The weather was warm and dry the 


first part of the week, and considera- 
ble progress was made In plowing and 
seeding. A decided fall in temperature 
occurred on April SO, and frost of 
generally damaging effect on 
fruits 


and tender vegetation, was deposited 
on the morning of May 1. The average 
temperature during the week was be- 
low normal and the growth of vege- 
tation was' retarded. 
The precipita- 


tion, below the seasonal average in 
amount, occurred the latter part of the 
week. The fall of snow was consider- 
able in the northern district. As the 
soil already contained sufficient moist- 
ure, the deficiency in rainfall was op- 
portunte. 


Wheat has made little improvement 


during the week. 
The average condi- 


tion is good, but in miuny localities it 
has deteriorated. Some lields are turn- 
ing yellow, and many complaints are 
made of chinch bugs. The weather has 
been too cold for seasonable growth 


The sowing of oats is still in prog- 


ress in some localities, but the entire 
crop ia practically in the ground. The 
season has been unfavoiable for ger- 
mination and the plant is coming 'up 
unevenly! and is showing a poor stand 
in many localities. 
In the northern 


district considerable 
resowing 
was 


made necessary and the acreage sown 
will show a decrease. 


Plowing for corn has been actively 


prosocuted, and some planting 
was 


done in the central and the southern 
distiicts. 
Plowing in some localities, 


was done tinder difficulty, owing to the 
heavy condition of the soil. 


The general condition 
of pastures 


and meadows is good, but little growth 
has been made during the woek. Romo 
reports indicate injuiy to young clovpr 
by frost. 


General injury was 
sustained 
by 


fruit from frost on the 1st. Strawber- 
ries were killed and grapes 
suffered 


seriously. 
The greatest damage 
to 


fruit trees in bloom was in the central 
and the northern 
districts. In 
the. 


southern district the bloom has been 
effected, but a conservative estimate 
cannot yet be made of the extent of 
the damage. 


Garden operations are still 
back- 


ward. It has been too cold for germ- 
ination and plant growth. The plant- 
ing of potatoes is well advanced. Ten- 
der plants were nipped by frost on 
the 1st, which will further tend to de- 
lay gardening 


The weekly crop report of the weath- 


er bureau of the Federal government 
says the week-ending May 4 was un- 
seasonably cooler over the greater part 
of the country the minimum temper- 
atures of Apri'l 30 find May 1 and 2 
being the lowest recorded In the Hist 
decade of April and the first days of 
May for the- last 30 years at nearly all 
the weather bureau stations from trid 
central and west gulf coasts to thy 
upper Missouri valley, and also at a 
number of stations In the contra! Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio valleys, the lake -e- 
gion, and New England. 


Generally light rainfall or the 
ab- 


sence of rain have been favorable for 
farming operations, but the unscauon- 
ably low temperatures have chucked 
the growth of all vegetation and heavy 
frosts and freezes have caused inuch 
damages. 


The drought bus been relieved over 


southeastern Texas, and limited areas 
of the central gulf states, but contin- 
ues over a greater part of the last 
mentioned districts and in 
northern 


Texas, and rain is needed in Florida 


Severe on Early Corn. 


Early Planted corn was extensively 


killed by the freeze during the early 
part of the week in Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas, nnrt the crop ha* 
suffered from cold weather throughout 
the southern states. Preparations for 
planting have progressed favorably in 
the Ohio valley and the middle Atlan- 
tic states, but little pi ogress has been 
made In states In the upper Missouri 
valley and the lake region. The pres- 
ent season to date haw been decidedly 
unfavorable for corn planting, which is 
being greatly delayed. 


Winter wheat appears to have escap- 


ed material injury during the recent 
freeze over the western portion of the 
winter wheat belt and the 
general 


outlook for this crop continues prom- 
ising, although a slight deterioration 
is indicated in portions of the central 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys. On the 
Pacific coast the outlook is less fav- 
orable, especially in California. 


Little seeding of spring wheat could 


be done over the northern portion of 
the spring wheat region during the 
last week. 
Reports indicate that no 


serious damage has been done to eaily 
sown over the southern portion. On 
the north Pacific coast the crop is 
now in need -of rain. 


Oats sustained more or less injury 


from cold m 'the states of the Missouri 
valley, and slow growth Is generally 
reported in the central Mississippi and 
Ohio valleys. 
Decreased acreage is 


reported from Illinois and 
Indiana, 


and uneveii.jgtands in Ohio, whore un- 
finished sjeeriing is progressing slowly. 


Karly planted cotton on the lowlands 


in northern 'Texas and Oklahoma was 
killed by the freeze of April 30 and 
May 1, and throughout the cotton belt 
low temperatures have proved serious- 
ly detrimental In retarding 
germina- 


tion and growth, while the 
drought 


continues in northern Texas and the 
central gulf states. Poor stands are 
generally reported. In the eastern dis- 
tricts planting has been 
vigorously 


pushed and is nearing completion. 


Transplanting of tobacco has begun 


in Tennessee, but none yet has been 
planted farther 
northward 
Plants 


continue plentiful. 


Nearly all fruits have suffered furth- 


er damage from frosts and low tem- 
peratures, apples 
apparently having 


escaped with the least injury. 


Reporis indicate the grass crop is 


backward.
